The whole treatment be 
receives—his stall, his exercise and bis 
feed—makes him apparently perfectly 
healthy. He is quiet in the stall and 
easily handled at all times. While 
dairy bulls will ndét ordinarily be un- 
ruly or mean if properly handled, it ts 


not safe to lead even the most gentle 


of them without having a lead staff 
snapped into his nose ring. 


The Texture of Butter. 
Both texture or grain of butter may 
be caused by uneven ripening of the 
cream, unevén salting or impure salt, 
and by churning at too bigh a temper- 
ature. Exposure of the milk, cream or 
butter to strong light also results in 
atregkiness, and is, therefore, to be 
avoided. Butter of a lardy mirture 
may be produced by overworking,.and 
butter of too open and spougy a cbar- 
acter by too little working. Churning 
should be stopped when the grains of 
butter are the size of wheat grains. 
This, with stirring during ripening, 
even salting, correct working and a 
proper temperature jn the dairy should 

produce butter of good texture.

Ramble among the dogs, 
and cali out one of their names. every 
now and then, If the right dog comes 
to you, then reward him with a piece 
f cake. Pay no attention to the other 
jogs. They will learn very soon; and 
the first great lesson—dependence and, 
obedience—will have been learned. 

Having taught a dog to fetch and 

carry—which he will easily learn— 
the next thing is to teach him to go 
and. get any particular object called 
for. Place a glove on the floor; then 
Bay to the dog “fetch the glove,” put- 
ting the accent on the last word. 
Then, when he has done this several 
times, place a shoe on the floor and 
teach him to fetch this in a similar 
manner. Now place both objects on 
the ground and teach him to fetch 
either one, as asked for—rewarding 
him when he brings you the right one, 
and rebuking him when he fetches 
the wrong one, which you take from 
him and replace. He will soon learn 
to distinguish the right article, when 
a third may be substituted, and so on. 
You should then go into the next 
room, taking the dog with you; and 
send him to fetch any article you may 
mention. After a little while, he will 
bring you the right one every time. 

Next, try to teach him difference in 
color. Place a red object on the floor 
and a blue one beside it. Teach him 
to fetch the article called for as you 
did before, being careful to reward 
him every time he brings you the 
object. Then put down a green ob- 
ject, a purple, a yellow one, and so 
on; until finally a considerable array 
of colors. may be placed for selection. 

Next, he should be taught. the art- 
icles of furniture—table, chair, etc. 
He must go to each as you call out 
its name. Finally, combine some of 
the previous commands: ‘Put the 
glove on the chair; “Get the hand- 
kerchief and put it on the table,” etc. 
At first this should be said very slow- 
ly. and only half the command repeat- 
ed at once, but the halves of the sen- 
tence may be gradually blended’ to- 
gether, until you can say it as you 
would to any iladividual: and the dog 
will obey your command. 

To a certain extent, also, dogs may 
be taught ‘the letters of the alphabet, 

he» number of spots on each card, 
large dominoes, etc. ‘rhe method of 

ning them is simply one of con- 
stant repetition: Cards bearing the 
letter or number are placed in front 
of the dog, cai the letter or number 
is called out aloud, and at the same 
time the dog is shown which one it 
is, After many trials he will select 
this one and disregard the other, 
when it is called for, This once learn- 
ed, the next letter is taught‘in like 
manner, until @ number are recogniz- 
ed by the dog, and he is able to Olek 
out any of them at will. 

It must be admitted, however, that 
most feats of this character, as per- 
formed in public, are the result of

Lesson In Hog Feeding. 

A part of the. Agricultural -college 
exhibit at the Kansas state fair von- 
sisted of eight pens of hogs which 
bad been fed experimentally. The ex- 
periments varied from corn alone ina 
dry lot to corn on alfalfa pasture, corn 
witb cut alfalfa and other combina- 
tions of feeds to the best ration, 
which was ¢vomposed of corn, sixty- 
two pounds; tankage. eight pounds; 
shorts, thirty pounds, fed on alfaifa 
pasture.
